3. No bicycle rider shall hitch 
a ride on any other vehicle by 
attaching himself or his bicycle 
to the other vehicle. (This also 
applies to coasters, roller skat­ 
es, sleds and toy vehicles.) 
4. Everyone operating a bicy­ 
cle upon a roadway should ride 
as near to the right side of the 
road as is practicable. No one 
shall ride more than two abreast 
except on paths set aside for 
the exclusive use of bicycles. 
5. No person riding a bicycle 
shall carry a package, bundle 
or article which prevents the 
rider 
from 
keeping 
at 
least 
one hand upon the handle bars. 
6. No person shall operate a bi­ 
cycle unless it is equipped with 
a bell (or other device) capable 
of giving a signal audible for a 
distance of 100 feet. 
7. Indiana law requires that 
every bicycle use a headlight 
between sunset and sunrise and 
at other times when visibility is 
not clear for 500 feet ahead. Ev­ 
ery bicycle must be equipped 
with a white headlight in front, 
visible for at least 500 feet, and 
also with a red reflector on the 
rear. 
8. Every bicycle shall be equip­ 
ped with a brake which will en­ 
able the operator to make the 
braked wheels skid on dry, lev­ 
el, clean pavement. 
Coleman noted that it is a 
misdemeanor for any person to 
do any acts forbidden in these 
regulations, or to fail to per­ 
form any act that is required.

Is Football De-Humanizing As Critics Claim?

NEW YORK (AP) - Is foot­ 
ball de-humanizing as its critics 
claim? 
Not to rookie pro coaches 
Tommy Prothro of the Los An­ 
geles Rams and Dan Devine of 
the Green Bay Packers, each of 
whom asks a pertinent question 
in answering the critics. 
“Is 
discipline 
de-humaniz- 
ing?” Prothro asks. 
“Where else in the United 
States is there a more humaniz­ 
ing thing?” asks Devine. 
But those are only part of 
their emotion-filled answers in 
this final part of a three-part 
series in which Prothro and De- 
vine reveal the challenges of 
their new jobs. 
The questions an answers: 
Grimsley: You’ve both heard 
or read about the word “de­ 
humanizing” as applied to foot­ 
ball by Dave Meggyesy and 
other players. Do you think 
football has gotten to a point 
where it’s de-humanizing? 
Prothro: To start with—these 
people that are attacking ath­ 
letics or many other things 
whip you with nomenclature be­ 
fore you start. Now I know 
you’re for athletics, but yet 
they’ve sold you on a word al­ 
ready—‘de-humanizing.’ 
What 
have we done that’s de-huma­ 
nizing? Is discipline de-huma­ 
nizing? 
If that's 
true, 
then 
we’ve de-humanized them... 
But it used to be that you 
said 
football 
had 
discipline. 
Now you say football is de­ 
humanizing. There’s a lot of 
difference. We’ve added a word 
to discipline too in Meggyesy’s 
and George Sauer’s write-ups— 
it’s ‘child-like discipline. ’ This 
is ridiculous. 
I 
have 
never 
known a child that had any dis­ 
cipline at all. It takes a pretty 
mature human being to become 
disciplined. When we add child­ 
like to the word we’ve whipped 
ourselves before we started or 
they did or whoever brought up 
this thing. 


There’s 
all 
this 
talk 
now 
about people quitting football. I 
don’t think anybody in football 
thinks 'that football is a game 
for 
everybody. 
Ever 
since 
there’s 
been 
football 
people 
have been quitting. 
The difference is now they’ve 
written 
a 
magazine 
article 
about it or gone on TV. They 
used to come home and explain 
that the coach didn’t ilke them 
or something like that was the 
reason they failed in the sport. 
Now it’s civil rights or psy­ 
chology or sociology or some­ 
thing that caused them to fail 
in the sport. And Sauer , .. this 
isn’t anything new for Sauer. 
Sauer quit at Texas. 
And there’ll always be a lot 
of people quit football. But to 
me one of the greatest things 
about football is is discipline. 
I don’t believe that every­ 
thing ought to be discipline. But 
I think that whenever a group 
of people is striving to reach a 
goal they have to have dis­ 
cipline. There isn’t any way 
that a squad of 40 people can 
all 
think 
exactly 
alike. 
So 
they’ve got to have a con­ 
stituted authority and they’ve 
go to go in the direction of that 
constituted authority. Now that 
doesn’t mean they can’t change 
that constituted authority, but 
there has to be a constituted 
authority. And I think, really in 
American life today, we don’t 
have an over-abundance of dis­ 
cipline, we have an under-abun­ 
dance of it. We need more of it. 
Devine: 
My experiences in 
football have been extremely 
humanizing. 
It’s difficult for 
me to picture what these people 
are talking about because there 
are thousands and thousands of 
kids in Missouri who would lit­ 
erally give their right arm to 
play for the University of Mis­ 
souri.

Time has run out for Rushville and Rush County in planning 
for solid waste disposal. This is a problem for every household in 
the city, outlying towns, and rural community. 
The Rushville city dump is through. It must close. It has 
been a place not only for Rushville and suburban residents to dis­ 
pose of solid waste, but for everyone in Rush County wishing to 
do so. 
Carthage is in the process of closing its dump. Glenwood has 
done so already. No open dumping is legal in the state of Indiana 
any more. 


ONE WAY TO GO 


A special committee has worked for months on the solid 
waste disposal problem. A thorough study has been made, and 
there is but one way to go. This must be a land-f ill operation. 
In a well operated and accepted land fill operation, such as is 
operated in Decatur, Bartholomew, and other counties, heavy 
equipment is put to use trenching and covering over solid waste 
of every kind. The waste is impacted and covered over to a speci­ 
fied depth EVERY DAY. 
Land fill operations must meet rigid state health specifica­ 
tions, under constant supervision of the county sanitarian. 


WHAT IS A LAND FILL? 


A land fill operation is a successful answer to closing of the 
open dump. On a county-wide basis, it would be open to all resi­ 
dents of Rush County. A parcel of land is leased, usually 20 to 40 
acres or more. Trenches are dug in this land, solid waste is truck­ 
ed in, compacted, and covered over. 
Fqk convenience of patrons of land fill, collection stations 
are located at various points of convenience throughout the area. 
These collection points are serviced daily — or more often, if 
necessary. Care is taken to keep these collection points in sani­ 
tary condition. 
Great care is also taken at the land fill site that it be kept 
orderly, neat, and sanitary. It is subject to strict state regula­ 
tions, with inspection and observation of the county sanitarian. 
Land fill sites must be located where it is economical for the 
operator to truck the waste gathered from collection points. 


LAND FILL DOES NOT POLLUTE 
* 


There is some fear that land fill will pollute or become a 
health hazard. The opposite is true. Unlike the open dump, land 
fill cannot become a breeding place for rats — cannot become un­ 
sightly, cannot pollute the natural drainage or water systems. 
Our official and unofficial open dumps in Rushville and 
Rush County have been health hazards for 50 years. During the 
past ten years, the problem has become so enormous that the 
situation is critical. Rotting garbage, exposed to open air, has 
attracted rat populations which are unbelievable. Flooding 
streams wash through these areas, carrying this pollution along. 
If our unattended, unbridled system of open dumping all 
across the county has not contaminated and affected our wells 
and water supply, it stands to reason that a well managed, well 
operated land fill could not be a polluting problem. 
Neither will a properly managed land fill operation become 
an eyesore to any community. It might he pointed out here, that 
in Bartholomew County, a housing developement has moved in 
next to a land fill operation. 


THE WAY TO FINANCE 


There are professional land fill contractors operating in the 
state, one of which does this work in Decatur county. The city of 
Greensburg and Decatur County government share the cost, 
which is reported to be approximately $80,000 per year. 
The local study committee recommends this manner of fi­ 
nancing. If this is to be done, those city and county officials re­ 
sponsible for next year’s budgets must act quickly. This is ex­ 
treme emergency.

July. Only during the last few 
months of the law did regist­ 
rants question the meaning of 
the word.

Commission on Obscenity and 
Pornography issued a contro­ 
versial report recommending a

repeal of most laws dealing with 
sex. The report pointed to the 
decline in sex crimes in Swe­ 
den after repeal of restrictive 
laws. The statistics looked im­ 
pressive.

crimes, were legalized. Follow­ 
ing the same logic, we could 
eliminate murder completely by 
repealing all laws governing il­ 
legal killings, but people would 
still die.

PETROS, Tenn. (AP) — Bru­ 
shy Mountain State Prison offi­ 
cials say James Earl Ray, the 
confessed slayer of civil rights 
leader Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr., is free to mingle with other 
inmates of the maximum secur­ 
ity facility. 
They 
said 
Wednesday 
that 
the 40-year-old Ray, serving a 
99-year sentence for the murder 
of King, “will be allowed the 
same privileges as other pris­ 
oners.” Since his arrest in Lon­ 
don in June 1968 Ray has been 
kept in isolation under tight se­ 
curity. 
Ray has petitioned both state 
and federal courts for a new 
trial, 
without 
success,* 
on 
grounds his guilty plea to the 
sniper slaying was entered un­ 
der pressure from his attor­ 
neys. He was foiled in an es­ 
cape try last May 30.

m ent.” Romans 13:1-7; Jud­

The 
International 
Sunday 
School Lesson for July 11 is en­ 
titled, “God, The Christian and 
Government.” It deals with a 
problem that has always baf­ 
fled Christian believers. No gov­ 
ernment is perfect. No economic 
system is without faults, It be­ 
comes a problem how a person 
is to live a good Christian life 
and at the same time be a loy­ 
al citizen under an imperfect 
government, 
Church and State 
Practically every Christian be­ 
liever is convinced that it is 
his duty (or hers) to live under 
the established form of govern­ 
ment and to do so not to the 
detriment of his religious faith 
but to its testing improvement 
and enrichment. No religious 
man has a right to call himself 
a good, Christian unless he is at 
all times trying to call himself 
a good and helpful citizen. There 
will be crises when a Christian 
man will find himself taking 
positions on political matters 
contrary to certan members of 
his family and to his friends. 
This is all to the good if con­ 
troversy is carried on in a spir­ 
it of honesty and good will. Voi­ 
ces may be raised in angry dis­ 
sent, fists shaken and fingers 
pointed, yet all this can be done 
in a true Christian spirit and in 
a devout determination to serve 
God and one’s fellows. 
A Christian is not a good 
Christian unless he is a good 
citizen. Patriotism and religi­ 
ous faith cannot be equated, 
but it certainly is true that 
Christian faith improves one’s 
life as a citizen and that the 
attempt so to separate problems 
of religion from problems of 
politics is not sound, either spi­ 
ritually or politically. 
Disagreement 
We pride ourselves in the Unit­ 
ed States that there is an abso­ 


lute separation of Church and 
State. 
We 
believe 
that 
this 
makes both the State and the 
Church better. We need fre­ 
quently to criticize our govern­ 
ment and those who hold public 
office, but there is a criticism 
that is loyal and patriotic and a 
criticism that is neither loyal 
nor patriotic. The beauty of 
democracy is the fact that its 
institutions can change and be 
improved if the people desire to 
have it so. We may not agree 
with the party in power, but 
our disagreement does not just­ 
ify disloyalty. Patriotism is love 
for one’s country, and everyone 
worthy of respect should have 
the loyalty and love for his 
country. 
His 
religion 
should 
make him a better man and a 
better citizen. 
The Apostle Paul urged his 
fellow Christians to 'be “subject 
unto the higher powers.” As he 
wrote these words there sat on 
the throne an emperor, Nero, 
one of the most notorious and 
evil rulers to be found in the 
whole of human history. 
The form of government un­ 
der which we live is one of the 
most important factors in our 
lives. Let your Christian faith 
make you a better man, insist­ 
ed the Apostle, and therefore a 
better citizen. The time came 
when Christians and non-Chris­ 
tians alike turned against the 
infamous Nero., Another emper- 
ior was chosen in his place, the 
death sentence was placed upon 
Nero and when soldiers came to 
arrest him and drag him to 
execution he committed suicide. 
Justice For AM 
The intention of all sound gov- 
ernments^ is 
to 
uphold 
the 
right, to give justice to every­ 
one and to punish and restrain 
those who are 'unsocial and 
break the law. 
Included in the New Testa­ 
ment passage from the thirteen­ 
th chapter of Romans is a pass­ 
age from the Book of' Judges, 
the Fable of the Trees. It seems 
not to have an overwhelming 
message for the condition in 


which we live today. It'teaches 
the general lesson that personal 
ambition for power and prestige 
are un.worthy. Those who desire 
public position only for their 
own glory and eminence and not 
for public service are to be com­ 
pared 
with 
the 
unproductive 
thorn bush, the weed or bram­ 
ble, which is not a proper ruler 
under any circumstances. It is 
the duty of all Christian belie­ 
vers to take an active part in 
government and not to leave 
the management of their com­ 
munities, states or nations in 
the hands of self-seeking men 
of little talent. One of the best 
ways to serve our country is to 
see to it that unworthy persons 
do not run our governments and 
that 
the 
political 
life 
under 
which we live must conform to 
the ideals of sound, spiritual 
living. 
Those who profess the Chris­ 
tian faith believe that they have 
in Jesus a true King who, in ad­ 
dition to being King, is also 
Lord and Saviour. 
Good government is a great 
blessing and had government a 
great curse. It is the duty of 
all religious persons to attempt 
to bring together the best ele­ 
ments both in State and Church.

Welfare Cuts 


Bein" Planned 


In 22 States 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In a 
clear signal of financial dis­ 
tress, 22 states are implement­ 
ing or considering welfare cut­ 
backs, according to a federal 
survey. 
Findings of the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare study indicate a dramatir 
reversal of the steady, 30-year 
climb in public assistance lev­ 
els for the poor. 
“'This 
means 
one 
thing,” 
commented an HEW welfare 
specialist. “States are running 
out of money and are looking 
for ways to cut back.” 
Welfare is a major budget 
item for most states. State and 
local go ver .mente are spending 
more than $7 billion a year on 
the 14 million persons receiving 
social and medical assistance. 
According to the HEW sur­ 
vey, benefit reductions of up to 
20 per cent have taken or are 
scheduled to take effect this 
year in 10 states. Reductions 
were listed as possible in an 
additional 12 states. 
Among the 22 states were 
New York and Minnesota, con­ 
sidered by federal officials as 
traditional leaders in expanding 
welfare benefits. 
The survey found cutbacks in 
a number of forms; Alabama 
has dropped 6,000' families from 
welfare rolls. Maine eliminated 
its 
unemployed-parent 
pro­ 
gram. Rhode Island is dropping 
two benefit items. Kansas plans 
to slash payment levels 20 per 
cent Sept. 1. 
The other states listed for 
definite reduction were Geor­ 
gia, New Jersey, New Mexico, 
New York, Nebraska and Sfouth 
Dakota. 
By contrast, the report listed 
benefit increases this year in 
only four states and the District 
of Columbia. They are Hawaii, 
Mississippi, Nevada and Okla­ 
homa. Increases were consid­ 
ered possible in Maryland, Ohio 
and Wisconsin.

Dead Fish Dot 
Florida Shores 


ST. 
PETERSBURG, 
Fla. 
(AP) — The worst outbreak of 
red tide in Florida waters in al­ 
most. a quarter-century has left 
miles of Gulf Coast beaches lit­ 
tered with dead fish and many 
tourist-related businesses in a 
deep slump. 


Called “poison water” by an­ 
cients who first noted it in 208 
B.C., the red tide is a plant-like 


organism. It collects in patches 
and 
tints 
the 
water reddish- 
brown. 


A toxin put off by the organ­ 


ism as it dies paralyzes fish 
which come in contact with it. 
It is not harmful to humans un­ 
less they eat fish or shellfish 
which have ingested the poison.

miles, 
from St. 
Petersburg south to 
Fort Myers. 
Resort motels report empty

A red tide invaded

tip of Florida and north up the 
Gulf coast to Tarpon Springs, 
some 350 miles. 
Millions of pounds of game 
and sport fish were killed by 
the tide before a hurricane dis­ 
persed the buildup.
